THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY AND
NATIONAL BANKS.

The Democratic party is the natural
and life-long enemy of the National
Bank. JacksoN led the fight against
them more than half a century ago.
There has never been a time in the his-
tory of the party when it favored them.
The student of history will search in
vain for any endorsement of National
Banks in the Democratic plat-
forms. They were establised against
the votes and remonstrances of the
Democratic party. One of the demands
of the Democratic national platform,
adopted in the year 1852, was expressed
in the following prophetic words:

“That Congress_has no right to estab-
lish a national bank; that we believe
such an institution to be one of deadly
hostility to the best interests of the
country, dangerous to our republican
institutions and the liberties of the peo-
ple, and ealculated to place the business
of the country within the control of a
concentrated money power, and above
the laws aud will of the people.”

Commenting upon the operations of
the National Banks, Hon. Joun 8. HeNn-
DERSON writes to Mr. Joun B. HoLMAN
in a recent letter:

This system (the National Banking sys-
tem) was dovised during the war to build
up the credit of the government, but it
is no longer needed and ought to be abol-
ished. The retirement of the national
bank currency which is constantly going
on is productive of great injury to the

The contraction of this currency,
regulated by no law but the will of the
bankers, works great hardship to the
people. This is ail wrong. For every
dollar of such currency heretofore or
hereafter redeemed or destroyed a new
legal tender Treasury note should be is-
sued by the government in its place.

The Governors meet in response to a
call issued by Gov. GOrRpDON at the re-
quest of the Farmers’ Alliance. We believe
the proposed plan of having a direct line
of steamships to Europe would be sue-
cessful and would be of advantage
to the farmers of the South. The com-
pact organization now existing among
the farmers makes it possible, throngh
their Business Agents in every Southern
State, to ascertain the number of bales
of the crop before it is put on the mar-
ket, ard to dispose of the erop in such
quantities as would keep the price up to
the highest notch. With such statistics,
and with a direct line of steamers, they
could practically control the sale of their
cotton and not rush it all on the market
in a few months and thus push the price
down. If such statistics could be had
and widely disseminated there would
be no danger of the price going
down through misapprehension as
to the amount of the crop. It was
expceted that the price of cotton would
rise, but the wide-spread report that the
yield of cotton this year would be nearly
400,000 bales in excess of last years’
crop, and the faet that the crop of Cen-
tral Asia is increased, have affected the
price of cotton,

We hope that the meeting in  Atlanta
will be fruitful of the best results, and
that a feasible plan of a direet line of

steamships to Europe formulated.

From the same speech
we make the follewing extracts, which
show exactly Low the farmers could
take advantage of the propcsed meas-
ure, and wherein it wonld bring direct
relief. He says:

This amendment is intended and will
operate directly in the way of redressing
to a very great extent the grievances
under which the agricultural classes
have suffered. It is the simplest, speed-
jest and most effective remedy 1 can de-
vise, short of a repeal of the tariff int-
qoities, of which therc seems to be no
present hope. In the first place, it
would equalize the wages wuich the far-
mer has to pay tor labor with the wages
which his rivals ail over the world pay
for labor.

There has been no pretense of doing
this heretofore. The great argument in
support of protection has been the dif-
ference in wages between this country
and the old countries. We Lave been
told that it is absolutely necessary in
order to maintain tbe high wages of this
country that we should keep this tariff
up and make it higher and higher. But
nobody has ever made any reference
whatsoever, that I can remember, to the
difference between the wages which the
farmer in this country has to pay and
the wages which sare paid sll over the
world 1n the prodaection of his rival pro-
ducts. I venture to say that the wages
which the furmers of America pay their
hands is as much greater than the wages
which are paid for the production of
cotton and wheat and me~at in other
portions of the world +s the wages which
the American manufacturer pays are
greater than the wages which the Eu-
ropean manufacturer pays.

Therefore, 1 say that this arendment
would tend to equalize the wages which
the American farmer pays with the wages
which are paid to those who produce ri-
val products. It would increase largely
the export of his products and the de-
mand for them. It would reduce the
cost of his necessary supplies to the ex-
tent of the rebate of the import duties
which are hercin proposed. 1t would re-
duce the taxation of the pecple and it
would iccrease revenue.
